It w as tow ards the close of this perform ance 
th a t the expression originated which has since be­ 
come Incorporateil am ong the m ost scntentloiii 
phrases in the Ani.»rtcaii vocabnlary. A tall, thiu 
youth—so thin th a t he was only recognized by his 
voice—approached the platform . Hmith had al­ 
ready disposed of all his m attresses and pillows, 
and only half a ton of straw w as lelt. Though 
equal to almo.xt any cm crgpucy, he was obliged to 
coulesH Ills Inability to m ake anything out of this 
atten u a ted youth.

Scarcely had tbe sun began to oast his beam s 
upon the hollers of the locom otives belouglng to 
th e early

men. 
They througed 
around tho depot, penetrated 
the w aiting rooms, climbed trees, hooked them ­ 
selves to lam p posts, mouopollze<l th e curbstones, 
and evinced a curiosity to inspect the phenom ena 
Of morbid anatom y as evinced in an anom alous 
aggregation of m uscular tissue which would have 
done credit to the first physiologist of the age. As 
tim e passed and sucuesslve tratus brought In the 
usual num ber of 
passengers of the , ordinary 
weight, a m nrm nr of disappointm ent arose from 
tbe ex p ectan t ranks, and nothing but a belief that 
th eir expcctalioiig would ultim ately be fnlfllled 
prevented their visiting these w retched beluga 
w ith opprobrious epithets.

THE THING IS PONE. 
Comparatively few know w hat a clam bake Is. 
In ancient tim es the a n of clainbaklng was known 
to the natives of Coney Island and to a sm all priv­ 
ileged classs of New Yorkers. In M anhattan U is 
now reiikoned am ong the lost arts, 
rn e way they 
did it to-day was In this m an n er;—A bed of stone, 
sixteen by ten leet, was raised on the pebbly 
beach. Top of It was placed tnree cords of hard 
wood. The wofxl was set on fire, and for two hours 
It burned and burned, nnrtl the stone's were heated 
to the very core and nothing but ashes rem ained 
of the Miel. The ashes w ere raketl away, and then 
a broom finished the process ol prep arin g tae sur- 
la c e o fth e stones for the reception of the clams. 
These were brought palp itatin g from tbe scu-beat 
sands und tum bled from bushel baskets down upon 
the heated bod. 
When this was covered over with 
m any layers oi clam s—wiicn i|ie ioiiiidstlon. so to 
speak, waa laid—blueflsh, wcakflsh, eels, lobsters, 
canned and cooked chickens, woodchuck, green 
corn, sw eet end common potatoes, crabs and 
lobsters w ere throw n prom iscuously on top, and on 
top ol them was placed, so as to com pletely en ­ 
velop the bed, , canvass coverlet. This was tucked 
in all round so as to m ake the elams as ct.m fortahle 
as possible and keep them frbm catching cold.

was 
placed 
a 
groat 
m ass 
of 
w et 
rock 
weed 
to 
supplem ent 
the canvas in keeping the steam from escaping. It 
was no use. how ever; 
the steam insisted on 
escaping, aud the appearance of the clambake was 
precisely like a «lunghill sm oking on a Irosty m orn­ 
ing. 
It was fnn to the lat men, but death to the 
Clams. That was all. The n ex t thing had nothing 
to do with the hake, but It had everything to do 
with tiie t he m aiu purpose of the day, and th a t was 
the dinner, so many dollars and a half per head. 
The clams w ere buttered up, sauced snd served, 
and every m other’s son of a lat m an did iils level 
best to polish off m ore plates than his neighbor. 
But, alas! there was a limit. It was while the 
clams were in tnelr agony th at 
A Tl'OSOAT KBOM BhiDflETORT 
Steam ed up to the w han, bringing the one and 
only presentable fat m an in th at rouniuipauty. 
But there was a sw ann or lean men, hungry look­ 
ing lellows with lantern Jaws, terrible Iocs of tue 
gentle clam and enem ies of everything unctuous 
aud oleaginous. They passed with scowling looks 
m roiigh the ranks of the good-uatnred children of 
unction aud moved over the m eadows to '.ihoales’ 
lean clamoakc In the grove, 
fhe express wagons 
of Norwalk brought dowu at Intervals a hum an 
elephant or two, hading Invariably lYom either 
bprlngfleld or Norwich.

In their ran kb, to s tir iin dBc and w rath and apo­ 
plexy.

of a h u ndred: 
b u t h u m other. In the town 
of I.itchfleld, woluhed -¿oo pouuds; bis grandm other 
was an cquaUy heavy w eight; lat ran In tho family 
aud he hoped beiore he was as oid as tbe ele­ 
phants, tue Whales and porpoises he saw aronud 
him, to rival Daniel Lam bert.

SCRANTON, Pa., August 28, 1873. 
A thrilling m urder was com m itted late last night 
a ta little place called the Basket Station, about two 
m iles and a half irom P ort Jervis, a t a lioatinan’s 
saloon, kept on the tow path of the canal. The 
victim 01 the tragedy w as a young m an uam ed 
Michael Hafcy, twenty-flve years of age, employed 
as a boatm an on the Delaware and Hudson Canal. 
He was passing hy the saloon In charge of his boat 
and halted to take “another d rin k .” It seem s he 
had been drinking a t stations along the way, aud 
w M som cw hat boisterous when hu en tered the 
w iy sid eh o sU e ry jso n iu c h so th a t the proprietor 
ordered him out, and. refusing to comply, threw 
him out and sh u t the door In ms face. Tfiis aggra­ 
vated Hafey to such « degree th at he seized a largo 
stone close by and battered the door with It for 
adm ission, threatening to “do lor ’ the keeper of 
the groghousc. 
Ihe saloon keeper seized his revolver, opened 
the door, and when Ualey m ade an attem p t to enter 
nred a shot a t him, which entered the rigiit arm . 
The wounded m an reeled back aud Ins antagonist 
fired a second shot s t him, which entered the right 
hip. Tnis was followed rapidly by a third and ta’al 
shot. Which entered the lelt breast, piercing the 
b e a n right through and producing instantaiieoiis 
death. Ilaley fell suddenly back, u ttering a feeble 
moan, and the brief and fittul struirglc of life was 
over. The blood spurted from his breast and crlm- 
soued the ground around him. 
Heelug what be had done the saloon keeper was 
suddenly seized w ith rem orse, and hurried to the 
depot and took the first train to P ort Jervis to sur­ 
render himself there to the authorities. On taking 
his seat in ihe car the condnctor asked him who il 
was tliRi shot the im atrnan In the village beyond, 
and he r.-plled with surprising nonchalance for ,i 
m an ol Ins tem peram ent th at it was he who did it. 
On arriving at P ort Jervis he w ent directly to the 
office of tii<; ’Sqnlre, and rem ained there until the 
Chief of Police cam e and took him in custody. 
He was placed lu safe keeping Just in time, for as 
soon us the boatm en on the canal learned th at 
th»ir iileud and com rade Haiey was m urdered by 
the “Geimau salo o n k ee p er,” they congregated 
together S lid swore to w reak instant vengeance 
on the m urderer. The utm ost excitem ent pre­ 
vailed and II was feared at one tim e th at the aaluon 
keeper woiil.l he torn out ot prison and lynched. 
Tiic remains of the unfortun.itc Hafcy wcro con- 
vcje.l to the re.^idence of his jiarcnis at llone.-dale. 
llafey had been m arried but a few years and nls 
wi,.‘ had dio.l lately, since which time, U Is said. h« 
hecniiie rather reckles.'* und disslpaie.i, and an only 
cM'd Uii.l boy rcm atiis to m ourn the death of his 
m other and the uniim eiy fate oi a lather budduhly

Let It be on the balcony of a hotel at Oyster 
Bay, with a good cigar and a glass of milk pnnoh, or 
during the few moments of llfo that may be vouch- 
aafed to the traveller on the Long Island Railway, 
or in watching the rolling eurf of the Atlantic 
Ocean as it washes the sonthern shore of Suffolk 
county, on board a steamboat, or In rldmg over 
the nndulatlng country of Falrfleld county In thU 
Bute, the sober, serious thought of the country 
appears. If you will lend your ears and be silent 
that you may hear. Each town or situation develops 
sous NSW QÜS8T10N, 
and suggesu to your oompagnon <te vof/age the 
•rgum eut and discussion which ultimately form 
that overpowering 
force 
known 
as 
*‘pnbllc 
opinion.'’ I have often thought that tbe writer, 
sitting quietly at his newspaper desk in Mew York 
dicutlng Imperious senteuces on prevailing topics, 
flnds, after a brief stay In tbe country, that he is 
not so much of a pen and ink despot after all. 
True enough, he often Initiates, but be does not 
always accomplish the task of convincing those to 
whom be addresses hli commentaries. Americans 
decide fur themselves, and it is better that they 
should. 
Let me, therefore, relate some of the 
salient speeches ol men distinguished and other­ 
wise—reflections, too, which leaven the thought of 
the country and, 1 may say, In one form or another, 
control Its destinies. At Oyster Bay I found 
AN 0U> TIMB FOLITICIAM, 
Who was shrewd in bis observations cor.cemlng 
men and topics, and we discussed “Cxsarlsm.” 
Ü0 did not believe that tbe country was In any Im­ 
mediate danger from Executive ambition oren- 
eroachmeuts. In fact, this Is about the focling 
everywhere I have been. It Is conceded on all 
sides that tbe discussion originated by the H brald 
bas been timely, and that tbe articles bare been 
written with matchless ability, fairness and discre­ 
tion. The older politicians, I may spy the con- 
servaUve statesmen, were a little astonished when 
the U bralo first began to publish editorials on 
this topic. 
Some said 
ft was an advertls- 
tug 
dodge, a clever piece 
of mosaic work 
to 
fill 
up 
the 
Journall-stic 
vacuum 
during 
the summer months. Bitter opponents of the ad­ 
ministration were dellghted, and the immediate 
personal and political friends of President Grant 
were anneyed, bnt afterwards pleased, when wire­ 
pullers like Cameron and audacions trickste.s like 
Butler declared that Grant should be President as 
long as the people pleased to elect him. But the 
average, sober sense of the thinking man In the 
country is this, that Grant is toe patriotic to at­ 
tempt to assume powers not guaranteed by the 
constitution; and that he is too fund of repose and 
too loyal to the political traditions of tbe Cnion to 
permit himself to be nominated for a third term. 
Tbe old politician to whom i have reierred tboaght 
that the effect of tbe U erald’s articles bad been 
to aronsc the constitutional mind of the country to 
THE NBCKdSITT 
Of laeerting in the constitution itself a clause de- 
Oniag the limit of time which should govern the 
occupancy of the Presidential office during the 
administration of any future Presidents. It is ex­ 
pected that tbls movement will take shape early in 
the coming ses'iion of Coagrcss, an>l that it will 
originate with President Grant’s personal and 
poliUcal irlends. 
Among the topics which I have heard discussed 
with great soberness Is the question, ‘•Who Is to 
be the next Chlel Justice of the United States ?” 
and It Is in the discnsslon of this important ques­ 
tion that I detect the real value ol random cxpres- 
■lons ol opinions among men who are not only 
readers but thinkers. 
PAKTY LINKS IIAVK DfSArPBABED 
I may say entirely, for when you come to ask 
api|>licl8i, or even the well-to-do, ea rn est farm er. 
What tie thinks about this m atter, his first answ er 
Is, “ President Grant should not appoint a politician 
to th at om cf.” 1 have heard the claim s and quall- 
flcaiitms Of all the distinguished gentlem en nam ed 
as can aiiiau s for 
THK CniEK jrSTICESUIP 
pretty thornughly canvassed, and the result is so 
different irom what I find In the New Yorx papers 
that I will brlclJT state It, and the reader should 
remember that 1 give the icellngs of men as evolved 
from their heart of hearts, and not the political 
preferences of those still irredeemably attached to 
party passions of the past, senator Roscoe Conk- 
Ung, the average ihinkci says, is too young and 
too impetnoua to su on the bench in the grave 
chair of tho Chief Juatice. He is conceded to be a 
bold, sklimi statesman, ratber of the Dix order, 
above tho cant of Butler and far removed irom the 
poUttcal profanities of Cameron, llis iriends look 
with no approving smile at his elevation totne 
Chief Jnstlceshlp. They say be belongs where he 
U; that be givee lone and polish to our rude polit- 
loal life, and tbat be la not fitted by experience to 
oadertake the carefhl and deliberate duties of the 
lodge. I do not think, therefore, that the appolnt- 
B ent of Senator ConkMng would be a wise one, aor 
woiUd It be received with saUsfactlon by the coun- 
kiy.

A gentleman of rare dlscrimiuatioD. an excellent 
judge Of men and measures and one removed from 
personal or poUUcal ambiUon of any sort, expresnod 
himself to me m language so clear that I quote, as 
as near as I can remember, what he said 
“ Why doee not the President appoint Cblei 
Jnstloe Daly Chief Jostloe of the United S laus r 
The office aeems to go bogging, yet here is the 
loremost Jurist In tUe country. You know some­ 
thing of Mew York city politics, how Judge Daly 
has been elected and re-elected during a term of 
thirty years, and yet, amidst all the corruptions ol 
the Bench, has never suffered the sUghrest stain on 
his cbaraoter. This la somothing, my friend, lor a 
public man to say; lor I have been one mvseir and 
1 know whereof I speak.

The Re-election of President Grant 
from an Official Standpoint

he press baVo for some time past endeavored to 
oreau) a sensation of direst dread to the public 
mind upon the subject of the re-election of General 
Gram to a third term of the office of President ol 
the United States. 
The very proposition of a third term of office 
has been treated as if it were some new and 
atrange thing, and involving principles secretly 
subversive of the rights and liberties of the 
people, and most treasonable and dangerous to 
tbe constitution of our country. General Grant, It 
Is Intimated, la In secret league with ccrtalu prumi- 
uent officials aud leaders of public thought lor 
tbe pariiosa of perpetuating bis power and those 
of his Rlends and co-operators by retaining such 
official control of the various departments of the 
government as will enable them to carry out a 
grand aclieme of aggrandiseroeut In enriching 
themselves at the expense of tbe public. 
• • 
• 
“UaiBarlsm" la the new coinage, which designates 
the tremendous results which, In tho counsels of 
these prophou of the press, are to follow General 
Grant's third term In tho presidential office. • • • 
Do the maligners who charge upon General Grant 
and his friends Csesarism know what the word 
meansr or knowing, mean that the public sbaU 
undersund It ? 
It Is a word coined of the tyrannies and oppres­ 
sions of the Old World. It Is synonymous with ab­ 
solutism and despotism and treaohery. It Is Im­ 
perialism—the expression of tbe divine right of 
rulers to enslave peoples, to monopolize all tbe 
great and proflUble Interesu of a country, to over­ 
turn constitutions, set aside laws and prostitute 
to the interest of a single head aU the liberties, 
rights aud immunltlos oi a nation; to make one 
man’s will the absolute law for millions who are as 
free to enjoy ille, liberty and the pursuit of buppl- 
DC8.S as are the unlettered denizens of the forest 
or the uncaged lowls oi the air. 
[Hero the w riter sketches the course of Julius 
CsBsar and the first and third Napoleons.] 
And It is against such examplea and .such Issues 
as these tuai we are now warned If General Grant 
aspires to a third term of tbe Presidency. 
The wise men of Gotham, who are endeavoring 
to create a sensation for the American public out 
01 such «iébriR, cauno; surely hope to persuade the 
public tbat r.nere Is any analogy whatever between 
the circumstances of the past aUd present, justi­ 
fying a parallel between tbe Oaesarum of the one 
and any possible exigeacles or the other. General 
Grant has neither the disposition nor the power, 
under any possible aspect of the case, to imitate 
any of the absolutists aud despots of aucient or 
modern times. Neither time nor circumstance nor 
peoples admit oía parallel. The Romans were never 
a free people, having neither a representative nor 
constitutional government. If the popular voice 
did sometimes assert itself In the etevstion'ofsome 
groat leader to the sceptre the patrician aud mili­ 
tary power soon brought about reaction against 
popular rule. 
Popular sovereignty was never 
known In Rome as a power or principie of tbe gov­ 
ernment, and hence no ruler ever teared It or de­ 
ferred to It. The evils of the Roman State were 
never corrected by the moral power of the repre­ 
sentative right, but by the violence of popular lury 
sometimes. 
So with ITance. The Freach people have never 
known or valued freedom. The most cruel despot­ 
ism France baa ever known bas been the Caisarism 
of tbe Republic and Commune. 
Her people have 
never been sovereigns ol tne soli. Liberty of life 
and pursuit bus never been a heritage of right to a 
French peasant and artisan. Hence there bas 
never been any moral power In the voice ol the 
people. Beveiution has never been accomplished 
there by the exercise of a popular vote iroely ex­ 
pressed, but by the violence of the barricade and 
the ferocity ol tbe Commune. 
There la there no constuution, no law for the peo­ 
ple, no moral potency of popular will and voice 
uotdlng aspiring rulers m check and correcting 
abases by the supreme arbitration of popular 
seutlmeut. Uld Rome and uew Franco 
loved 
cesarlsm ; preferred It, and the latter will yet 


on the contrary, tbe American people are free 
born. The love of liberty is innate: ireedom of 
thought and action are a heritage. Never having 
been slaves to arbitrary power, they can never be­ 
come a prey to tbe arts of a demagogue or the 
wiles of a despot. Tbe whole power oi a govern­ 
ment—the purse and the sword—can never make 
war against tne absolute right and power of tbe 
sovereign will or the people. 
In this country tne power of the State Is abso­ 
lutely in the moral will of the people—tbelr In­ 
telligence; that IS, their periect understanding of 
their innate rights; their love or personalllberty, 
their sense or the superior power and force of the 
po^ul 
rill. 
a ru or wllea could long bUnd them to these 
Imiunnltles; no treason could nold them irom 
them; no despotism could lurce them awsy. It la 
a positive absurdity to attempt any serious discus­ 
sion of dangers to this country irom wiiat these 
alarmists call Cssarlsm. II General Grant were 
elected to the Presidency for twenty-five years, or 
more, with all the power and patronage of the 
government at his command, he could never main­ 
tain, for a brlei time even, a policy oppressive 
and despotic. 
And, more than this, there Is even in tbe aplrlt 
and temper of the person who aspires to or covets 
despotic rule some trait or characteristio which, 
despite all efforts at concealment, all artifice, will 
show Itself and give Intimation of tbe secret pur­ 
pose aud action In the luture. Tho demagogue is 
easily marked. Tne temper of the usurper is not 
concealed under the blandishments of art pander­ 
ing to popular favor, especially If opportunity 
favors the littleness of tne one and tne vaolung 
ambition of tne otner. Who besides General Wash­ 
ington, the Father of his Country, has had greater 
opportunity to wield the absolute power of a 
Ciessr or Nappleon than General Grant r 
In tbe history ot the world time and clrcnm- 
Btance have rarely lavored any pop»ilar loader as 
General Grunt has been favored, it Washington 
can be called the Father of hui Country surely the 
President may be culled her regenerator. 
Assuming the oommand oi the entire armed 
forces of the country In a time of disaster and de- 
leat, when the whole nation seemed demoralized 
and dlaliearicned, at his will he could have claimed 
aud exercised dictatorial power over every branch 
or the government aud with the cheerful consent 
aud support ol the whole nation. But his modesty 
was equal to liis valor, and as the plain soldier and 
Borvuat of the pcopie be exercised hia trust with 
justice and moileration, setting the highest exam­ 
ple ol subordination to the civil autnorily. and 
using his im perial power only to crush and over­ 
helm the enem ies o f the governm ent. 
What, However, m ight he not have claim ed f 
What power too great lor his vanlting ambition 
mignt he not have wielded over the wills and 
hearts of a grateiul people, ready even to pnt the 
sceptre oi absolute rule in hands which had so 
graadly wielde<l tbe sword in iheir deieucef And 
yet, with tbe sppiause ot millions ringing In bis 
ears and the nation in gratitude at nis leet, no 
word has ever escaped tiis lips inconsistent with 
the plain obligations of the simple soldier. No act 
of bis victorious career tudicaied other purpose 
than that obligation of the humbeat citizen, the 
duty of serving tho people whose armies be had 
led to victory. 
Ciesansra, indeed I ITiere has never been in all 
history a more unoiistrusive hero than General 
I Grant—a more modest, patient and just ruler.

But this dire political calamity is to belall the 
nation only on tne conilngency oi a third term in 
the Presidential office; snd yet this la not the first 
time In the blstory of tbe country that the proposi­ 
tion to re-elect the occupant of tne White House to 
a third term has been made, and our fathers “anti­ 
cipated no such dread results as desarlsm from 
such a proposal." U t us see what the history of 
the Presidential office teaches on tue subject. 
Washington served two terms In the office of 
President, and when ne declared his intention to 
retire from public Ule at the close of hU second 
term there was a general outcry of the whole 
nation against bis purpose. The Legislatures of 
several oi tbe States of tbe Union, public bodies of 
all Kinds, private individuals, seut address npon ad- 
areas to him. imploring him to retraiU his purpose 
and continue to serve the conntry in tbat high 
office, urging as one strong reason, with others, 
way he should serve 
as 
President 
for the 
third 
time, 
the 
contiBuance 
of 
European 
wars and 
strifes, and tbe fear lest 
In onr 
then 
enfeebled condition tbe despots of 
the 
Old World should, In their quarrels, involve the in- 
lant Republic, and to no one oonld tbe country look 
with BO great confidence in such an emergency as 
to him wnose genius as soldier snd statesman had 
given birth and being to the natUui. 
Both houses ot uougiess lormaliy expressed re­ 
gret at bis retiring and begged hU roiractlon of hU 
piiri>ose. 
It IS a remarkable fact that in the discussion of 
this mutter In Congress only one objector raised bis 
voice against the wishes of the nation, and he a 
member oi Congress from Virginia, a Mr. Giles, aad 
a democrat. 
Thomas Jefferson served the country for two 
terms in 1 he office of President, and on declaring 
, hts purjKJse to retire from public me at the close of 
the second term the Legislatures ot Massschuseits, 
; Vermont, Kiiode Island, New York, Penn.sylvanla. 
New Jersey and North Carolina (IHOS) all passed 
resolutions urging his continuance In the office 
for s third term, and the whole country Joined m 
I the sentiment of regret at his dcterrnluatmu to rs- 
I tire fMin public iiie and urged his continuance to 
the office. 
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Madison and Monroe both served for two terms 
as President, and troth were offered re-election for 
a third terjp. fu . Ad*»*, in wrUing to • y omi- 


nent citizen, November 20, 1816, In relation to the 
re-cleotton of Madtaon for a third term, declares 
tbat be does not approve the reasons given by the 
first three Presldenu for deoUnIng to serve for a 
third term, and says that be should have no 
scruples about it, and espeoUUy blames Madison 
lor declining a re-election to a third term of office. 
it IS singular tbat In all the dUcusslon growing 
out 01 those several proposals to conUnue the 
occuraucy of the Presidential office for a third 
term not a word should have been said about 
tbe danger of Omaarlsm, absoluUsm or Imperialism. 
Even the Irrepressible Giles, of Virginia, in op­ 
posing Washington’s election to a third term of 
office, did not object upoathe principle ofC'sesansm, 
but because of hia personal disUke to Waahlngtoa’s 
administration. 
1’he novelty and strangeness of tbe proposition 
cannot, therefore, be urged against the re-election 
ol General Grant. If he should bo again called by 
the voice of the people to that high dignity It would 
be but tbe following ol well established prooedent 
in the hlstorr of the couniry. 
It may, however, be urged In explanation of 
such precedent, as established in the case of 
Washington, Jefferson and 
Madison, that the 
extraordinary services rendered to tbe coun­ 
try by the first distinguished occupants of tbat 
office were good and sufficleni reason lor so extra­ 
ordinary a mark of pnblic favor, and tbat the exi­ 
gencies of the timos Juatifled such a departure 
irom the policy oi rejmbUcan In.stltuUons. An ar­ 
gument similar to the last bas been made by the 
objectors to General Grant’s re-eleotion; and Its 
force Is admitted, as Is also tbe explanation tbat 
extraordinary services and pressing exige notes 
justify extraprdtpary departures irom settled 
policy and unasual concessions of pabilo favor. 
But It has beeu shown tbat tbe proposal to re­ 
elect General Grant to a third term oi office Is In 
exact concordance with public practice as hereto­ 
fore exhibited in tbls country. And In so far as 
practice determines the policy of repnblios. It U 
notorious In the history ol all repubUcs that It has 
not been Judged incompatible with constitutional 
liberty and law to confer npon favorite soldiers 
and statesmen the most extraordinary powers aud 
rewards for services rendered to the naUon. 
The writer goes on to shew how trlumpbantly 
and faithfully General Grant led the Union armies, 
and praises bla adminUtratlon of tbe government. 
He then defines statesmanship as the essence of 
the quallUes possessed by the President. 
A mere statesman or politician would never 
have met the emergency. Political theories of 
government, founded upon prevalent uottons and 
precedents of peaceful and prosperous times, 
conld never have lurnlshed a sale ground of ac­ 
tion in determining necessary duty in so great aa 
emergency. 
Promptness 
and 
decision 
were 
needed; decision founded not upon the obligation 
of prescription, but contingency; the contlnaenoj 


« . .OM.., 
eminently for tbe crUls. Sagacity to see both the 
emergency and tbe remedy and will to act reso­ 
lutely. HIS sagacity, lus reticence, bis self-repose, 
were equal to the crisis, and his entire administra­ 
tion to tnis period bas been a constant accumula­ 
tion of evidence to his constant sklU and abiuty In 
guiding and ruling the State. 
Where Is tbe evidence In all bis administration 
of any tendency of any measure recommended by 
him to Caesarlsm or despotism or absolutismf 
The rights or individuals were never. In the whole 
history of the government, so well assured and so 
freely exercised. It has been thougbt by many 
that the President Is too Uberal; too democratio In 
his Ideas and practices. 
No President of the Republic bas ever been so 
unpretending, so accessible, so absolutely demo­ 
cratic In his habits aud manners as General Grant, 
and his absolute deierence to the co-ordinate 
branches of tho government has, in tbe opinion of 
many of bis friendo, detracted iTom the force and 
utility of tne Executive admlnutratlon. 
Every measure recommended by nim In hia State 
papers haa been In tbe Interest of his country—en­ 
larging the sphere ol the people, roslriquug the 
sphere oi the federal principle. 
That measure which, of all others, has called 
forth the severest criticism -the annexation of St. 
Domingo—la, of all things, the most uoUke Impe- 
rlaUsm or Usesartsm: for everv addition of terri­ 
tory to tbe national domain only enlarges the 
sphere of the democracy and Increases the impe­ 
rial power of tbe people. In ihct, there Is not one 
single measure of public policy recommended by 
General Grant whlcb, in its application, would not 
bave the tendency to produce the very opposite of 
the centralizing aad monopolizing poUcy wnioh la 
charged to his ambitions and dangerous aspirations 
by the enemies of hia administraUon.

There being no real vital principle nnrecognized 
and nuutiJized bv the adaunlstratlun party, these 
disaffectants were sorely put out to find a common 
basis of action and bond of union In their frantic 
attempts to overthrow General Grant.

If General Grant de­ 
sires the Fre*idency for a third term, he can have 
It, for the people have learned to trust the band 
that haa guided tne snip of state safely through so 
many perils, and they will keep him at tbe helm aa 
loug as the exigencies oi the State may need him, 
and bis willingness to serve the conntry may make 
him available. 
Let General Grant, then, be again put before tbe 
people lor re-eleciion. The people will confirm the 
choice of the nation’s counciilors, following both 
national precedent aud naUonai liberty of wiU.

YELLOW'* 7 1 0 1 " AT PEH8ACOLA. 


F ort Babrancas, Fla., August es, 1873. 
To TBi Editor or t h e H erald 
The yellow fever Is at present on the IncreRse in 
Pensacola. During the last week we have had six­ 
teen cases. The disease was brought here by the 
ship Golden Dream, on which the fever broke ont 
while she was en route to the station, and of 
'Vbich disease several of the crew died. After re­ 
maining in quarantine for eeveral weexe she was 
allowed to take out her baUast, and commenced 
taking in her cargo, which consisted prinolpally of 
inmber. Between twenty and thirty days after she 
commenced loading, two of the crew, who had 
been Shipped at this port, were taken down witn 
tho fever, and one of these, I know, died with 
“black vomit." Tbe disease next made lU appear­ 
ance on shore, and, from the best authority, lor 
which I can vouch, the present sickness can b« 
traced directly to this vessel. I am also informed 
by some persons that when the Golden Dream waa 
nimigated the authorltiea did not require tbe mat­ 
tresses upon whlcn tho crew slept to be bnrned, 
which shows tbe manner in which things are done 
in this secuon of the country. What aeionishes mo, 
as well aa the insjo, ity of your readers in these 
parts, le that no mention ol the fever has. as yet, 
made Its appearance la your paper. We can only 
•ttribnte this to the fact that the people Interesied 
in this locality have suppressed the new* ffom 
ibiishod for lear of It Ih «Qinc w*y injuring

Below we give several very Interesting Inter­ 
views with eminent members of the Bench and 
Bar on the grave and Important question of the 
aocoessorshlp to tbe chair lately occupied by the 
lamented Chief Justice Chase. 
The Ideas tbat 
bave flown quite ireely iVom learned minds, when 
questioned by the reporter, will be found to 
be very olearlr and forcibly expressed, and to 
convey a moat nnonimous plctnre of the sort of 
man. In reputation, character and attalnmenio, 
that would best suit the country—whose sentiment 
In this respect Is best represented by leading law­ 
yers and magistrates—as holding tbe highest place 
In tbe national Jndictary, and most honored, per­ 
haps, in tho whole government of the United 


O b a n e e llo r R u n jrw n , o f N ew Je rse y . 
A H b r a l d reporter lately called upon Hon. Theo­ 
dore Runyan, the Chancellor of the state of New 
Jersey, to Ulk with him In reference to the vacant 
Chief Justiceship. He found the chlel exponent of 
New Jersey law and equity in his Judicial chambers, 
at his residence In Newark, a haudiome roomy new 
house in High street, quite remote from tbe busi­ 
ness portion of that bustling manafacturlng citv, 
on an eminence commanding a fine view of the 
town, tho Passaic Valley, Newark Bay, with Jersey 
city and New York In the distance. Chancellor 
Runyan was seated in a large first floor room, fitted 
np 
as a library, 
shelved on all sides with 
cases well filled by large volumes bound in 
yellow 
leather. 
On 
his working 
table lay 
a 
few 
books 
of 
reference 
and 
several 
bandies of legal looking manuscript documents, 
one of which be waa examining when the reporter 
entered and was moat oonrteonsly welcomed by a 
genlal-looking gentleman, apparently about forty 
years of age, who at once expressed bis willing­ 
ness to discuss the subject suggested In so far as 
the proprieties of his official position permitted. 
In stature the Chancellor U slightly below the 
medium of Americans. He la squarely buUt, Just a 
trifle verging toward corpulency. 
His massive 
bead U thickly covered by a heavy growth of dark 
brown hair. A long, light-colored mustache Is all 
the beard which is nnreaped. His eye bas a merry 
twinkle, which talUes with the amiable smile which 
lighted up nls face as he lUtened to the reporter’s 
statement of his errand. Altogether he gives the 
impression of one wno Ukes to look more upon 
Itie'a suDsbme than lu gloom, and Is willing to 
see all the virtue in human nature and over­ 
look aa much aa possible 
lU vice. That be 
quoted Dlcken’s “Pickwick” and did not quote 
Coke or Story, led to the Impression that tbongh 
doubtless at homo In the dry definitions and nice 
dlsUnctions of legal Uterature, be roams with zest 
in the realms of humor and is as quick to see the 
point of a Joke as the scope of a statute. 
He waa 
dressed In a plain black suit, scrupulously neat 
and complete, as lar removed from foppishness aa 
from the slightest neglect of the proprliics of cos­ 
tume. Evidently he was at work, fully equipped 
and ready to receive any of New Jersey’s citizens 
who bad occasion to conduct official basloess with 
his Chancellor. He seemed a Jurist who respects 
himself while he honors a worthy censtltuency. 
Asking tbe H b r a l d man to be seated, the Chan­ 
cellor explained tbat hia Jndiclal position pre­ 
cluded him irom expressing opinions as to the 
character and qualifications of the various gentle­ 
men or the Bar who have been named in connec­ 
tion with the Chief Justiceship. Neither could he 
assert the possession of any specific information 
as to Who la likely to be toe choice of President 
Grant. The m atter is one fTequchtly canvassed 
among the members of the New Jersey Bar, and 
whenever it has been so a very general and de­ 
cided hope and wish has been expressed that the 
delay in tho appointmenU may end by tho selec­ 
tion or Hon. Joseph P. Bradley, of oar own State 
and city, now one of the associate Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court. Be had long been a 
prominent lawyer here, In largo practice, when he 
was called to the place he uow holds, tbe first office, 
I believe, tie ever held; for, though a decided re­ 
publican In politics and once a candidate of his 
party for Congress, he had never sought office. He 
carried to the Bench great talent, a rioc, sound 
Judgment and unusual legal acquirements to fit 
him for the satlslactory discharge of tbe Important 
duties of the position; and he has In every war 
fully met the expectations of bis friends. As a 
jndge he certainiT has fetr superiors in the Union. 
Indeed, If the Judgment of New Jersey lawyers was 
to be consulted, they would claim that he has lew 
equals. His admirable quailtiea of mind are con- 
fotned with physical conditions moat desirable. 
He is in both respects vigorous and healthr, and 
promises for many years to continue so, as, though 
he bas long been among onr foremost lawyers, he 
is not to be reckoned among the old men of the 
profession. He is a brother-in-law of United States 
Circuit Judge Woodruff of your city, who also haa 
been named in connection witn this appointment. 
Several of Judge Bradley’s associates on the 
United States .supreme Court bench are much his 
seniors, both in age and office, and all, of course, 
have aspirations for promotion. For many years 
tbe Chief Justiceship has been awarded abextra, no 
United States Supreme Court Justice having been 
advanced to that statiou, and that has, to some 
extent, been considered a rule of Executive prac­ 
tice. I think in one instance only, long ago, a 
Justice was nominated to be Chief Justice, but de­ 
clined. 
If President Grant should compliment Judge 
Bradley by naming biui to succeed Chief Justice 
Chase he will, without a shade of doubt, sec re to 
the nation a mo.R admirable first Judicial officer 
and very much gratify the Bar and the pcopie of 
New Jersey.

Mr. Hall was found In the chambers of the Com­ 
mon Pleas after a mandamus argument. 
Upon the 
political aspects of the choice he scouted the 
squeamlshness and affectation of believing that 
politics should not enter into tbe question. It 
always had in Great Britain, whether the choice 
was for Lord Chancellor, Chief Justice or Puisne 
Judge. The .Mastership of the Rolls has been re­ 
cently given to a strong partisan. The appoint­ 
ments of Taney and Chase were political ones. 
Hammond’s “Political History of New York" and 
Tnurlow Weed’s twenty-five volomes of corre­ 
spondence would evidence that the beat Judges we 
ever had in this s u te had been active and zealous 
politicians while at the Bar and were appointed 
through political Influence backing tbelr legal 
fitness. Great legal and poUUcal ablUty generally 
do go lu company. 
RRPOBTER-But What do yon mean by not ignor­ 
ing politics r Mould you have am an appointed 
solely because of bis politics r 
Mr, H a l l — By no means; but I should have • 
great lawyer appointed who was also a politician, 
if there was a democratic President he would as­ 
suredly appoint a democratic lawyer. The fortunes 
of war give it to a republican, and we must deal

He was In bis private roum, when a mes­ 
senger took In the reporter’s card, remarking, a»

very dlffereut kind of man from Judge Mc'Junn,’» 
Tbe H b r a l d representative admitted, that thUk 
in all likelihood, was tbe case. 
His Honor received tbe reporter with the bland­ 
est smile on a cheerful, pleasing coantenanoe, that 
seems to have never known grief. May it ever ro- 
maln so. 
“Judge," said the reporter, “the H b r a l d la tsk- 
Ing some trouble to eUcit the opinion of the legal 
prufesaion from its ornamentiL both on the Benob 
and at the Bar, aa to the dlstingalshlng ablUUe* 
and traiu or character tbat ought to adorn the 
new Chief Justice of the United States Suprema 
Court, soon to be appointed."

be a man of unimpeachable character, stoadiaat, 
and of great will. But I would not Uke to mention 
names or designate any particular gentleman as 
being pre-eminently fitted for tbe office, wher* 
there are so many who could do honor to any po­ 
sition which they might be called upon to flu." 
The Judae here turned a pair of clear, penetrat­ 
ing blue eyes upon tbe reporter, which seemed to 
Bay, “That’s ail I have to say on the subject. Yon 
have my opinion." No further Information could 
be obtained In this quarter, and tne Interview 
closed.

Mr. Lawrence, the late democratic candidate tar 
the Mayoralty of our good city, who bad been m*tt- 
cating in the country, caUed for a short time at hia 
office, in Nassau street, yesterday.

(as all New York can testify), of middle stature, 
sharp gray eye finely cut featnrea and hair tum lng 
prematurely frosty. ’The genUeman appoara to bo 
endowed with the qnlckest apprehension and sees 
into, about, above and aronnd a qnestlon as sooa 
as it is su ted . The Herald representative was 
politely received and invited to a seat by tbe stda 
of the eminent lawyer and dutlngulshed poUtlolaa.

It wonld therefore bo prematnro 
and look Invidious In me to menUon any ane’s 
name as above all fitted ror the place, where them 
are so many who conld bonoraoly discharge ita 
onerous duties. 
There can be no donbt as to 
opinion of the Bench and the Bar in the m atter. 
The very ablest and most dlstlnguUhed lawyer 
that the country affords should be the man to 
fill the vacant Judgeship. 
The difficulty Is t» 
point out that man, among others, who may b a 
thought equally worthy. It has nsnslly been tbe 
practice for the party In power to appoint to office 
irom among their own mends, wuether or not 
this Is a good rule Is another affair; but It has been 
observed, and the chances arc that the Bxecntlve 
win not now depart irom a coarse which, through 
nsage, has acquired the force and weight o r a

H b r a l d reporter wended his way t* the office ol 
Mr. S. L. M. Barlow, connseS to tne Erie Itetlway 
Company, that mighty corporation whose pon­ 
deróos machinery was once guided bv the un­ 
doubtedly able James Fisk, Jr., with tho esse and 
precision that a boy wonld ride a velocipede. 
Mr. Barlow U a portly gentleman of lino appear^ 
ance and in the prime of life. He received (M 
U krald reporter with nrbane pollteneas, and ex- 
pressed himself wllUng to afford any informatton 
In his power that might be interesting to lUa 
feUow-cltlzens. It was, however, to ba regretted 
that only a few minntes remained for him to stay 
in the office, having an engagement pending:' 
Having intimated this mnch he touched a llttls 
silver bell—Mr. Seward’s little bell in the State De­ 
partm ent immediately occurred to the mind of tha 
pressman—and an latelllgent-iooklng yonng as­ 
pirant to legal honors, who presently put In an sp- 
pearance, was ordered to bring a oab. 
Although Mr. Barlow did not have mnch time ts 
go in to the detalla of the qnesttons connected 
with tbe Chief Justiceship in abeyance of tha 
United States supreme Court, he managed to cram 
an amazing amount of m atter Into an incredible 
small number of words. His pithy and sententlona 
remarks were to the lollowlng effect:—

1 know that Mr. U'Conor 
IS not of Grant’s party, and therefore will not b« 
named to the Bench; bnt, party matters aeide. ba 
Is by lar the most preferable man I can mention. 
It 18 nearly certain that the President wlU stick to 
his party and nominate one of the many able m ea 
who support his administration. 
Assuming thas 
to be the case, it brings the m atter down to 
a qnestlon of expediency 
in 
choosing 
tho 
locality from whence the incoming functionary 1b 
to be selected. If me west is to be conciliated, la 
my opiDiwn Mr. Waite, lately one or our representa­ 
tives in the Geneva arbitration, would, 1 am sore, 
aive great satlsiactlon. He is a thoroughly ablo 
lawyer, a man of unblemished record and great 
rectitude ol purpose. The West could not tail 
being much flattered by bis appointment. Bnt It 
the President thinks that the East bas superior 
claims to niiiug the office there is ne man in the 
repiihdcan party who wonld better meet the wishes 
of the people ui tbe Atlantic states, and partlcn- 
larly New York, than Mr. Evarte.

Is a genuem an of the old school, who, while rigidly 
m aintaining an old tim e dignity,

In condnoting a dlsciuwion which has as. 
sumod the proportions of that on Uio tendency 
to Caisarism in our government we might have 
expecteil that many attempts would be made to 
divert it, to misrepresent it It was hardly to 
be hoped that the crafty on all sides would 
refrain from twisting the facts and the conclu­ 
sions into all manlier of unrocogniiable shapes, 
m their own small or their parties’ large inter­ 
ests reiiuired. 
It is more than human nature 
should demand of politicians. We are, however, 
dctennined that these petty and trausparont 
devices shall not succeed while the H e r a l d ’s 
voice can prevent them from doing so. 
From 
two sidra the army of faot-distorters come, 
and, though their objects are diametrically 
opposed to each other, they each adopt the 
s.iine ground on which to erect their respective 
edifices for the deception of the crowd. The 
two armies ore cdmposed ot the office-holders, 
the would-be courtiers and the s{>eciouH con­ 
spirators who turn the legend of the great 
republican party into a source of revenue, on 
one side, with the growling remnants of cop- 
perheadism and the hungrj’ and hopeful lead­ 
ers of the new-patteru democracy on the 
other, 'fheir common ground ia to assume 
that all the H e r a l d has said of Gaisarism im­ 
plies that President Grant is to be our Ciesar. 
Nothing 
could 
be falser. 
The H e b a ld 
has too strongly marked its high opinion 
of the PresideQt’s patriotism to need any 
correction of this false impression, so tar 
as these columns are concerned; but we take 
this opportunity to remind the disputants that 
their subteriuge is discovered and their won­ 
derfully 
iugeuions 
reasoning from 
false 
premises traced back to its spurious source. 
AsHuming, or rather pretending to assume, 
that the H e r a l d embodied in President Grant 
all the dangerous centralizing qualities, relent­ 
less ambition and unscrupulous use of power 
which are the means towards Coesarism, the 
jilace-holder raised his howl that the great 
soldier and President of the nation had been 
so slandered that he felt himself obliged to 
call for a third term being conceded to 
the 
President—and 
himself. 
On the 
same 
false 
assumption the copperhead, 
the ex-rebel and the ultra democrat attacked 
General Grant by every opprobrious term 
known in the Billingsgate of politics. Such a 
despot, indeed, did they paint onr worthy 
Ih-esident that the only cure seemed to be his 
immediate removal and the placing of a demo­ 
crat in the Presidency and themselves in coun- 
tiy post offices. 
We bring their transports to 
an end by bringing the question back to its 
proper issue. It is not whether President 
Grant is a Cassarornot, bnt what the facilities 
are for him or a successor, without his patriot­ 
ism, to strangle in the future our liberties and 
grasp permanent power. 
Whether the per­ 
manent power once attained takes on the 
purple of the empire or remains in a black 
frock coat is a minor and unuecessary part of 
the discussiftn. 
In another portion of the H e r a l d will be 
found some extracts from a very long article 
in the semi-official organ of the administra­ 
tion. It takes all the false grounds we have 
indicated, aud couclndes with its only point 
by demanding the re-election of President 
Grant for a third tenu. The argument is dis­ 
ingenuous, because it avoids all arguments 
anent the state of things which is drilting us 
to Cipsar and makes it all personal to Gen­ 
eral Grant There is a strong suspicion of 
uumauliness in the course of a parti.san who 
puts forward bis leader to receive all the 
blows. It is, we know, much safer to take this 
course, because by placing all the responsibility 
on the President the partisan shields himself 
behind a strong man, while he is free to chant 
fulsomely in choice stump rhetoric the praises 
of his heroic shield. 
It is not a little sur­ 
prising to find in the lengthy article alluded 
to that “it is a i>ositive absurdity to attempt 
any serious discussion o f. liangers to this 
country from what these alarmists call Cmsar- 
ism." If the semi-official organ wishes its 
argument to be treated as a joke we might un­ 
derstand this sentence ; but men will be guilty 
of much greater blunders than this in a solemn 
article on the subject it slights who wish to 
mask glib toadyism and selfish anxiety behind 
an air of snpercilious indifference. 
The ser­ 
vices of General Grant in war and peace, 
his ability aud modesty, are freely acknowl­ 
edged by the H e r a ld , and they do not 
enter into the question except incidentally. A 
noticeable feature in the article is a deprecia­ 
tion of General Washington’s judgment for 
his declination of the Prei-idential office for a 
third term. We can fancy how softly this will 
be whispered into the President’s ear by his 
tempters. 
“There is nothing sacred in it,” 
cry the semi-official organ and Alexander H. 
SU'pheus in the one breath. 
In the pure 
atmosphere of patriotism Washington saw 
further into the ftiture than those around his 
feet. 
Mr. Adams might say in 1815 that he 
would have had no scruple.s were he in 
Wnshiugton's 
place, 
but

When, in order to show how desirable it is to in­ 
vade the great traibtion rospecting third terms, 
it is necessary to belittle the clear judgment of 
the Father of his Country, the courtier is put 
to strange and pitiable shitts. 
Ah ! friends of 
the sung places aud little minds, your desecra­ 
tion will not repay you. It is a poverty- 
stricken array of arguments, wherein all 
your illu.strations show 
how sacred the 
tradition was on the part of the illustrious 
Presidcuts, and wherein none but the short­ 
sighted and superscrviceable, like yourselves, 
received the rebuffs. 
The acceptance of a 
third or fourth term by Washington would 
doubth'ss have seen the countrj-in the hands 
of Ciesar 
before 
now. 
He 
put 
away 
from him the temptation, and so created 
a barrier against Ciesarism which nothing 
but

remove. 
If 
the country was in an 
enfeetded condi­ 
tion then and Washington's jiarty feared 
the results of a change, whut parallel can our 
thirrl term champions find to-ilay in the 
mighty aud prosperons nation which has 
placed General (trant at its head?

not refer to the reasons which made the 
groat Jeffers n retire after his second term. 
Th« resolutions of the Htate lAgislatures 
that wished otherwise count for very little 
beside the austere refusal of the sage of Mou- 
tioello. 
In Weilnesday’s H e r a l d we placed before 
onr readers the views on this matter of the ex- 
Vioe President of the Confederacy.

Stephens doqs not venerate the precedent of 
either.

in his day. 
In 
common 
with 
others 
who have already spoken on the matter he 
is willing to take any risk; for they persuade 
themselves that they have nothing to lose, and 
what we lose at the North they do not care. 
It is the merest platitude to say that while 
the legislative and judicial portions of the 
government 
preserve 
their independence 
there is no danger from any numlier of 
Prosidential terms. 
What, we may ask, 
is to prevent a 
corrupt 
and 
powerful 
coalition from filling both with its creatiues, 
if the oombiimtion were kept in power for a 
number of Presidential terms’? 
But we come 
back to a point in our argument which those 
should consider who, like General Butler, 
multiply Presidential terms os fast as bo 
would “back pay” to bny “butcher’s meat” 
withal 
There 
is 
to 
be 
no 
danger, 
not a symptom of danger, to our liberties 
in Che process. 
One man and one party 
are to be preservod in power, with the railroad 
monopolies and the great moneyed interests 
clustering closer and closer around the party, 
allying themselves therewith, and no harm 
done. 
Grown arrogant Mrith power it would 
face the people with defiance. 
Would such a 
combination give the people any chance at the 
polls ? With the memory of olden freedom

Sir Sam uel Baker’s l<ates« Report on 
Lakes Albert and T an gan yik a. 
The latest intelligence from Sir Samuel Baker 
on Lakes Albert aud Tanganyika reduces the 
evidence os to their being one and the same 
lake to the questionable reports of native mes­ 
sengers and traders. Id his letter to Sir Henry 
Rawliuson, of July 2 last, from Khartoum 
(the point at which our special correspondent 
met and obtained from the intrepid explorer 
the news first communicated to the worln that 
the two lakes indicated were one lake). Baker 
Pacha says;—“ The news of Livingstone’s 
safety received here is most cheering; but I 
am astonished at his account of an examina­ 
tion of the north end of Tanganyika that 
there does not appear to be any connection 
with the Albert Nyanza. Since I wrote to Sir 
Roderick the King of Uganda, M’tese, to 
whom I had entrusted the search for Living-, 
stone, sent messengers to me at Fatiku (in 
the Albert Lake country), saying that his 
men had been to Ujiji, and declared that Liv­ 
ingstone bad left that place loug ago for tbe 
west side of Tanganyika, since which nothing 
was known of him. They also reported that 
three white men had been to Ujiji, bnt bad 
returned.” 
“Further,” says Baker, “the envoys sent by 
M’ tese all assured me that the Tanganyika is 
the M’Wootan N’zige (Albert Nyanza), and 
that Ujiji is on the eastern border; that you 
can travel by boat from Ujiji to the north end 
ol the Albert Lake ; but yon must have a guide, 
as some portions are very narrow and intri­ 
cate. From my experience of the high water 
grass, 1 should expect islands and floating 
vegetation in the narrow places described. 
I 
am 
by 
no means fond of geographical 
theories, but the natives’ descriptions were so 
clear that I accepted it as a fact that tbe Tan­ 
ganyika aud Albert lakes are one sheet of 
water, with narrow, marshy straits, overgrown 
with water grass, through which you require 
a guide.” In a letter to the late Sir Roderick 
Murchison, published in yesterday’s H e r a ld , 
Baker Pacha reiterates those riews as gained 
from two native merchants of Karagwc. 
These may be considered as official reports 
from Baker to the London Royal Geographical 
Society, and, while we regret that they do not 
establish the fact assnmod, we regard the tes­ 
timony submitted as furnishing at least a 
clew to the solution of tbe still unsettled mys­ 
tery of the sources of the Nile. The native 
envoys sent up to search for Livingstone, from 
the report of their mission, were eridently at 
Ujiji. They report that Livingstone had gone 
thence to the west side of Tanganyika, and 
that nothing had since been hoard oí him, and 
that three white men had been at the village, 
but had returned or gone the way they came. 
From the confusion of the native reports 
generally we may surmise that this piece of 
intelligence refers to Mr. Stanley’s H e r a ld 
expedition party. 
Livingstone and Stanley 
parted at Unyanyembe, and not at Ujiji. So 
lar, then, Baker is supported in as.suming it 
as a tact that the two lakes mentioned are 
one continuous lake, or that the Tanganyiko— 
the southern end of which is marked as reach­ 
ing the eighth degree south latitude—is the 
lountain-head of the Nile. 
If so, the mighty 
Nile, flowing through forty degrees of latitude, 
will, probably, in its windings, give ns a river 
in length exceeding four thousand miles ; for 
the Mississippi, which has a more direct 
course through its twenty degrees ot latitude, 
is, by the line of the stream, over three thou- 
.sand miles in length. 
But if wo accept the testimony of these 
native African messengers of their reported 
journey to Ujiji, how are we to account for 
the river which Livingstone and Stanley found 
flowing into the Tanganyika at its northern 
end? This river may be a strait connecting 
the two lakes, aud the strong current seen 
pouring inU) Tanganyika from the North by 
Livingstone aud Stanley may have been the ! 
tiock water trum some heavy equatorial rains ¡ 
in the Albert basin; for in this basin of some | 
seven hundred miles in length, including the | 
'rangaiiyika, the e«piatorial rains are heaviest ! 
in the northern section directly under the 
Kipmtor, whore the mountains are the highest. 
I’he river Rusizi, thin, does not overthrow 
Bakepr Bcceplanco ol the reported fact that i 
the Tanganyika aud Albert ar. t.ne and the ' 
same lake, or that th. y ¡ire separated only by I 
narrow straits and islauds n| tropical water ’ 
grass. 
Captain Helfridge found the great 
river Atrato, ol tionth America, in some places 
where it is deep enough for the heaviest ships, 
psarly bridged over bv a dciue grow^ol grass 


with the strong current of the deep stream 
flowing freely underneath it 
Notwithstanding, then, the river which 
Livingstone and Stanley found flowing into 
the Tanganyika, at the northern end of that 
lake, and notwithstanding Burton’s report of 
its elevation, which places said lake eight 
hundred feet below the Albert the evidence 
of M’tese’s envoys, that the two lakes are 
one, may yet be established. 
Assuming, how­ 
ever, that the Tanganyika has its outlet in tbe 
Indian Ocean, we have still the great interior 
chain of lakes discovered by Livingstone to 
fall buck upon as the system counectiug with 
the Albert Luke and as the true sources of the 
wondrous Nile. This lake system, though on 
a larger scale, is similar to that beautiful 
lacustrine plateau of Minnesota, which, in its 
hundreds of charming lakes, gives us the head 
springs of the Father of Waters, of the Bod 
River of the North aud of the great St, Law­ 
rence. Livingstone’s elevated African lacus­ 
trine plateau, west of the mountains which 
separate it from 
the Tanganyika basin, 
may furnish from its numerous lakes the 
head stream of the Nile or the Congo. 
Pursuing the Lnalaba River through these 
lakes on its downward course, we hope he will 
come out in the grand old Nile; and next, 
with a reliable exploration of the still unknown 
region between Baker’s and Livingstone’s 
lines of travel, we hope that the two lakes, 
reported by the envoys from the King of 
Uganda as one lake, may prove to be so. Let 
us suppose, for instance, that the Tanganyika 
and Livingstone’s interior lake country belong 
to the Nile, have we not here a vast elevated 
equatorial basin of rich lauds and {iroducts, 
which may, if Egypt follows up the success of 
Baker, be developed into a great centre of 
production and of trade with all the great 
trading nations, aud during the present 
generation.

Th« B roken O rn n lte Pier. 
The extraordinary character of the accident 
at the newly-constructed granite pier at the 
Battery has excited extended interest, and is 
a topic of conversation all over the cily. 
Whether the accident was the result of imper­ 
fect engineering, or was occasioned by the 
use of a flimsy description of stone, or from 
the careless filling in of loose earth, or from 
whatever cause it arose, it is manifest that 
there is something wrong somewhere, and it 
is fortunate, perhaps, that it occurred as it 
did, before the extended system of stone 
docks and piers on the North and East rivers 
in contemplation had progressed any fui ther. 
Some means must now be provided to prevent 
similar accidents in the future, otherwise, in 
case of storm or cyclone in onr harbor, lor 
example, vessels may drift from their moor­ 
ings, and, coming in contact with piers con­ 
structed as the one under present considera­ 
tion was, demolish them altogether. 
What 
we require is that piers and bulkheads shall 
be so constructed that, instead ol giving way 
or being shivered 
to pieces by vessels 
propelled at a slow 
rate of speed, as 
was the case with the City of Limerick, 
they sball constitute, as it were, an im­ 
pregnable bulwark, and if anything is to be 
demolished it sbuU be those vessels that are 
recklessly or by accident driven against them. 
Tbe whole subject is an important one, and 
our engineering scientists cannot employ their 
spare time in'a more suitable way than by 
making a thorough examination of the subject 
and spreading their views before the public. 


R eeklcas D r iv in g In the P ark . 
We continue to receive communications 
giving accounts of the inefficiency of the po­ 
lice arrangements at Central Park, and es­ 
pecially concerning accidents resulting from 
fast and reckless driving. 
A few days since 
tbe vehicle in which a gentleman was quietly 
riding was run into by a wagon driven by an 
intoxicated person, and the result was serious 
bodily injury to the gentleman and the almost 
complete demolition of his vehicle. No police 
officer could be found to make an arrest, 
although the outrage was witnessed by a num­ 
ber of respectable people. 
When notice of 
the affair was given at tbe Park police station 
the only satisfaction the injured party received 
was that the police force in the Park had been 
so much reduced that it was impossible to 
cover all the space necessary to secure the ob­ 
servance of the Park regulations respecting 
fast driving, and, it might be added, in regard 
to several other matters in which the public 
generally are interested. 
It is poor economy 
for the authorities to do anything calculated 
to lesson the attractions oí the Park, which is, 
or ought to be, the most lovely place of public 
recreation on the Continent; and the people 
will hold to a strict accountability those who 
may be guilty of remissness in the premisas. 


R a d i o a l i s t 
A o i t a t i o r 
in G e r m a n y .—The 
special H e r a l d telegram from Leipsic which 
we publish to-day supplies a very serious ink- 
ling of the di.sposition which exists among 
certain classes of the Germa» people for the 
commencement of a radicalist agitation, which 
may be directed in the healthy path of pro­ 
gressive retorm, or towards a communistic 
realization, just as its leaders direct. Leipsic, 
the second city of Saxony in importance and 
a chief seat of German commerce, has been 
disturbed during the past few days by military 
insubordination and democratic demonstra­ 
tions. The “Socialists,” as the reformers are 
termed, appear to have obtained complete con­ 
trol in the ancient town, aud evince a disposi­ 
tion to fake the law in their own hands. This 
latter means, in reality, to override the existing 
law. 
This intelligence will attract earnest 
attention in Berlin, and well it may. The men 
of Leipsic may demonstrate, 
eventually, 
whether German imperialism is perfect and 
infallible ns a system ot universal government 
in Fatherland.

turned out, however, upou Investigation, that this 
man was not the boy’s lather at all. Judge blalch- 
ford ordered a reference to Commissioner usborne, 
to take testimony as to the state of facto.

testimony was taken, and upon it the boy was 
discharged on condition of paying back to the 
goveruuient the amount of the expense it had 
been at for hts outfit. 
Mr. Purdy, United States

S cixure o f B ooks a n d P a p e rs —T h e Case 
o f S. H a a s dt Co. 
It Will be remembered that some time since the 
books and papers of S. Haas A Co., 196 Chnrch 
street, were seized by government officers on the 
gronnd that the firm in question bad been import­ 
ing goods at an undervalnation. 
Yesterday Mr. Stanley, counsel for S. Haas A Co., 
made an application to Judge Blatchford for an 
order directing tbe government to retnrn the 
books and papers of the firm which had been 
seized, as abeve stated.

or the disposing of properly by lot or chance. 
These 
GIFT LOTTERIES, 
*0 numerous In the coniuiunity, arc undoubtedly, 
lu mv opinion, within the law. They foster a spli it 
of gambling and the acquiring oi property by 
chance. That is the miscsief which It Is intended 
by the statute to prevent. 1 am hound lo call your 
atteutlou to breaches of tho Excise law aud the 
law fur the purity oi the elective rraiichlse. Really 
one of the most Important prerogatives of tiio 
Grand Jury Is to Inquire luto these offences, as no 
one can bo punished lor a violation of those laws 
without the interposition of the Grand Jury, and 
we know that the purity of the ballot box lies at 
the biuudatlou of our institutions. It la not likely 
that you will have to Inquire Into eifcuces of this 
kind at present, bat it Is very probable that there 
arc nuineioiis violations oi the *tatutes at every 
annual election. 1 have also to direct yonr alten-
